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ARMY MAIL FLIER FALLS TO DEATH 
Norris Lauds Roosevelt Program For Business Recovery

Lieut. Durward 0. Lowry, Flying From Chi- 


cago to Cleveland, Killed When Ship 
Crashes in Woods Near Deshler, 0.—Tosses

CLEVELAND, 0., Feb. 22 


— (AP)—One army mail pilot 
flew to his death today and 
two others narrowly side- 
stepped fatal accidents as fog, 
snow and a low ceiling spread 
across the hazardous flying 
trails of the midde west. 


Lieut. Durward O. Lowry, flying 
the mail from Chicago to Cleveland- 
was killed when his plane, miles off 
its course, plunged into a woods 
near Deshler, O., and buried its 
nose in the bank of a creek. Alert 
to the last, Lieutenant Lowry tossed 
out the mail sacks as the plane 
dropped. 
Lieutenant Lowry was the first 


army pilot to lose his life since the 
army actually started to carry mail. 
Three other army men were killed 
in plane crashes as they were fly- 
ing to their air mail stations. Sec- 
ond Lieuts. Jean D. Grenier and 
Edwin D. White crashed in a Utah 
snow storm and were killed. Second 
Lieut. James Y. Eastman died when 
his plane crashed in Idaho the 
same night—February 16. 


Lands in Trees. 


Shortly before Lieutenant Lowry 
crashed to earth, his parachute 
dangling uselessly, Lieut. C. P. 
Hollstein, taking the mail from 
Cleveland to Washington m thick 
fog, landed in the trees on Chestnut 
Ridge, a few miles from Union- 
town, Pa." 
Badly cut about the face, Lieuten- 


ant Hollstein walked to a farm 
house, telephoned his superior of- 
ficers in Cleveland and went back to 
remove the mail 'from his plane. 
Meanwhile, a Lieutenant Schlater, 
flying from Cleveland to Chicago, 
brought his plane down in a snow 
storm at Goshen, Ind., and for- 
warded 
the mail to Chicago by 


train. 
Lowry apparently had attempted 


to bail out after throwing the mail 
over the side, but a knot in his 
parachute cord caught on part of 
the plane, it is believed. He cut

Kelly announced that Lacy would 


be charged with attempted kidnap- 
ing and assault, and would be held 
for arraignment Monday in felony 
court. Meanwhile he was to be run 
through the routine of defective 
bureau show-ups and was finger- 
printed.

the kidnapers of Edward Bremer 
of St. Paul recently that finally de- 
cided the pair on a ransom job".

The 
Kentucky gentleman said he wanted 
to see a sovereign state named after 
the father of his country.

The ultimate consumer, 
after the first few drinks gets the 
impression that he is as good as 
any man, probably better, and that 
is worth the money to him.

money foolishly. Russia is hurriedly 
buying millions of dollars worth of 
airplane equipment in the United 
States. The expectation is that 
Japan will hear from those ma- 
chines, for1 it is only six hours, by 
air, from Vladivostok to Tokio. 
Shiploads of old iron are going 
from all parts of the United States 
to Japan and other countries. Small 
boys on Long Island, New York, 
eagerly collect scrap iron of any 
kind to sell for a few cents per hun- 
dred pounds. This goes in shiploads 
to Japan. 
Why the old scrap iron? Because 
any kind of iron can be made over 
into ammunition for killing human 
beings. The big war showed that it 
takes many times a man's weight 
In ammunition to kill one man.

bring him here and start tne col- 
lection business, but Mayo held out 
for doing the whole kidnap act in 
Chicago. 


For hours yesterday, Mayo had 
made stubborn denial of any in- 
tention to kidnap Mr. Adler, a 61- 
year-old bank president and head 
of the Lee syndicate of middle west- 
ern newspapers. Mayo had been 
nabbed as he stole back to the ho- 
tel corridor where he had clubbed 
Adler and tried to take him captive. 
Sought $40,000 Ransom. 


He had soon acknowledged a rob- 
bery attempt, but not until late in 
the night had he admitted planning 
to kidnap Adler and hold him for 
$40,000 ransom. Then he said he 
had feared death in the electric 
chair because of the public furore 
against kidnapers. 
He gave information that brought 
the arrest of Mrs. Minnie Lacy, who 
was released as innocent today after 
she told where her husband could 
be found. 
Lacy was pounced upon while 
still asleep in a south side hotel 
room, registered under 
his own 


name, J. Lacy. 
He was rushed before the state's 
attorney, who then sent for Mayo 
to confront him. 
At 10:55 a. m., the lockup keeper 
at the Marquette station discovered 
the inert body. 
Lacy Named Trunk Buyer. 


Lacy meanwhile was identified 


positively as one of the two men 
who bought the big trunk found in 
room 538 of the Morrison hotel, ad- 
Joining that of Adler. It was punc- 
tured to provide air, and Mayo ad- 
mitted he and Lacy planned to 
knock Adler senseless, tape him up 
thoroughly and then cart him away 
for ransom. 


David Swesnik, the South State 
street pawnbroker, identified Lacy 
as one of the buyers of the trunk. 
He said they paid $7 and an old 
suit for the five foot sample case 
on Tuesday, the day before the Iowa 
publisher was slugged, but broke 
away. 


Mayo had tied a scarf around his 
neck, stood up on the wooden bench 
and knotted the other end around 
the bars at the top of the cell. Then 
he jumped off. 
Ten minutes before, the turnkey 
had visited every cell and served 
coffee to each prisoner. Mayo had 
sipped his, and chatted a few min- 
utes with the policeman.

Phillips, captured a short time

Suddenly breaking down, Phillips 


confessed 
to 
Sergeant 
Thomas 
Kelly that he and Wyman came 
from Des Moines, la., determined 
to slug, drug and kidnap Adler. 
It was his first 
"job" 
in the 
snatch racket, Phillips told police, 
and it failed because Adler fought 
off his two assailants, and sum- 
moned help despite the fact he 
had been blackjacked. 
Phillips was seized when he re- 
turned to his hotel room close to 
one in which Adler was staying. He 
gave his home as 
Birmingham, 
Ala., and for hours insisted rob- 
bery and not kidnaping was the 
motive. Asked why he had denied 
the plot he said: 
"The whole country is dead set 
against kidnapers and when I was 
caught I thought I would not have 
a chance to escape the death pen- 
alty. The whole thing got on my 
nerves and finally I decided to tell 
everything." 


He said, he met Wyman in Des 
Moines, where both 
were out of 


work, and that they decided there 
to snatch Adler, who is the owner 
of the Davenport Times, president 
of the Davenport Savings Bank 
and Trust Co., and head of the Lee 
syndicate of newspapers. 


"Wyman said that he did not 


doubt that Adler's relatives would 
pay big money to get him back if 
we assured them that he would 
not be hurt," the prisoner said. 
"We went to the Adler home last 
Thursday and learned there that 
be was hi St. Paul, but Would be 
in Chicago this week to attend * 
meeting of the Inland Press asso- 
ciation. We came on and watched 
for his arrival. Then I rented a 
room in the hotel in which we 
planned to put bun in the box. 
"We waited and when we saw 
Adler leave his room I ran out 
and slugged him but my aim WM 
bad and he yelled and ran. Wy- 
man fled. I ran but made the 
mistake of going back to the room. 
That bum rap I gave him was 
what killed the scheme." 


Find Hollywood Connection.

today had located a luxurious man- 
sion in which they said Chicago 
kidnapers planned to hold E. P. 
Adler. 61. Davenport. la. newspaper 
publisher, for $40.000 ransom.

Dogged Publisher's Steps. 


Investigation showed, Mr. Throop 
recounted, that Phillips was at the 
Northwestern depot when Mr. Adler 
arrived Tuesday. He followed Mr. 
Adler in a taxi to the Morrison ho- 
tel, watched Mr. Adler register, and 
get into an elevator. 


When the elevator came down 
again. Phillips sauntered over and 
said to the operator, "That was my 
boss, what floor is he on?" 


A few hours later, Phillips regis- 
tered and asked for a room on the 
fifth floor. After going to his room 
and discovering the. number of Mr. 
Adler's room, the kidnaper returned 
to the desk and demanded the room 
which was next to Mr. Adler's. "I 
always take that room when I stay 
here, and I'd like to have it again," 
he said. "Some of my customers are 
coming up and they will be looking 
for me there." 
The elevator operator, the clerk 
and a chambermaid all identified 
Phillips. Mr. Throop related. 
Mr. Throop said he also learned 
that Phillips had roomed in a house 
not far from Mr. Adler's IK me in 
Davenport several weeks ago and 
had shadowed him there. On learn- 
ing of Mr. Adler's trip to St. Paul 
and Chicago. Phillips went to Chi- 
cago and registered at the T. M. 
C. A. hoteL Before he left Daven- 
port. Mr. Adler had been warned 
that someone was shadowing him, 
but laughed off the report.

Chaos Averted. 


"A year ago we were rushing 


neadlong toward communism or 
fascism, I don't know which. Con- 
ditions had grown intolerable and 
were getting worse. But a change 
ol policy averted chaos, and now 
the American people again have 
faith in the American system xxx. 


"In so doing, we are getting back 


to the traditions and ideals of 
George Washington." 


In his talk of preparation against 


war, Dem counseled a careful shap- 
ing of public opinion against con- 
flict. 


"Our 
six major wars," he said, 


"were all started by the people, for 
whenever congress has declared war 
it, has been in response to public 
opinion." 


He added also that "public opin- 


ion is moulded largely by the news- 
papers" and called upon the "own- 
ers and editors of newspapers, not 
only of the United States but of 
the whole world to choose which 
they will be, warmakers or peace- 
makers." 
Opposed to Too Large An Army. 


The war secretary said he per- 


sonally was opposed to too large an 
army establishment, even though 
believing that sufficient military 
strength should exist for reasonable 
preparedness. 


"Conscription or compulsory mili- 


tary service despite the physical 
and moral value of the training 
and discipline to the soldier," Dern 
said, "is repugnant to American 
ideals. A large standing army is 
likewise objectionable, not from the 
standpoint of cost alone, but also 
because of the danger that it might 
usurp the functions of the civil 
government. 


"As one who has never favored 


an overgrown military establish- 
ment on account of its potential 
dangers I am happy to assure my 
fellow citizens that in the Ameri- 
can army this danger is remote in- 
deed. Every day in every way the 
army, from top to bottom, is in- 
doctrinated with the duty of subser- 
vience and obedience to civil au- 
thority."

Nebraska Thursday morning as the 
entire state lay blanketed under 
We* nesday's snow, the white cover- 
ing -ary.ing from a half-inch or less 
in the eastern part of the state to 
several inches in the western sec- 
tion. The snow and the strong 
north wind which accompanied it 
ceased Wednesday evening, and by 
Thursday morning there were wide 
areas of clear sky. 
Lincoln had a low temperature of 
11 degrees. Snow in this area gen- 
erally ran from one-fourth to one- 
half inch, except at Seward where 
an inch fall was reported. 
The mercury rose rapidly in Lin- 


coln and by noon much of the snow 
had melted, leaving a thin coating 
of water and slush on the streets. 
Minimum temperatures for this 


area reported to the telephone 
company are: Ashland, 22; Friend, 
18; SewarJ. 18; Wahoo, 17. Beatrice, 
6; Tecumseh, 10; Nebraska City, 17; 
Auburn, 12. 
The Burlington said Lincoln's 


snow amounted to between one- 
half and three-fourths of an inch. 
Skies here cleared during ihe night, 
but again became overcast Thurs- 
day morning. Streets were icy and 
slowed morning: traffic materially.

guardia nacional. 


Became a Farmer. 
Last fall "Augustine" Sandino as 


he was called by the rebels who 
followed him in more than five 
years of operations against the 
elected Nicaraguan government and 
the United States marines on duty 
in the country, became plain Senor 
Agusto Cejsar Sandino, a co-opera- 
tive planter and a peace officer. 


He returned to his old territory 


of operations on the Coco river and 
established his home at Wiwili, a 
village near Bocay. 


With 100 of his former followers, 
he organized a society which he 
called "El Co-operativo Rio Coco." 
It was operated on a collective basis 
to raise crops and exploit the natu- 
ral resources of the district. 
The Nicaraguan government gave 
the enterprise a monthly bonus of 
.",1 000. Government co-operation was 
largely achieved by the minister of 
agriculture. 
Sofonias Salvatierra, 
who arranged a truce with Sandino.

1.450,000 tons for continental btet 
growers.Non-Surplus Product. 


They said sugar is a non-surplus 


product and that the economic 
stability of* countless communities 
in the irrigated regions of the west 
is closely bound up with the sugar 
beet industry. 
% 
Western growers told the com- 


mittee that the irrigated west is 
wholly dependent on the cotinua- 
tion and development of the sugar 
beet industry and that vast sums 
are spent on reclamation projerts 
on which sugar beets are produced. 
They maintained the "sugar beet is 
the "backbone of many reclamation 
projects." 
Objection was raised by Barlow 
that in some instances the refiners 
rather than the agriculture adjust- 
ment administration would deter- 
mine in which sections reductions 
woiUd be made and that discrimina- 
tion might result.

A DISTINGUISHED SON 


RETURNS. 


S 


ENATOR GEORGE W. NORRIS Of Nebraska 


came to Lincoln Thursday to present yiews em- 


bracing a cherished ideal of his in state govern- 
ment. It is the Norris proposal for a unicameral 
legislature. It is a highly controversial issue of a 
strictly nonpartisan character. It has no relation to 
political parties. Both republicans and democrats 
will be found favoring it and opposing it. 


Senator Norris' views, it will be recognized, are the 


fruits of long legislative experience. Before his serv- 
_ice in the United States senate, he was a member 
of the lower house of congress, and in that position 
•attracted national attention and won everlasting 
fame for his gallant fight against Cannonism. His 
views as set forth in Ms address are worthy of the 
most careful study and thought. 


But in a personal sense, Nebraska is always glad to 


receive Senator Norris. He is its honored son. Nev- 
er in all of his long and stormy career, throughout 
all of which he has given the most steadfast devo- 
tion to liberal principles and ideals, never has he 
been more appreciated than at this time. It is not 
necessary to agree with him on every position he 
takes. But it is necessary to respect him, to respect 
his sincerity, his integrity, his fidelity to the cause 
of clean, honest, and incorruptible government. 


The white-haired Nebraskan, battle-scarred but 


never weary in support of his convictions, occupies a 
unique position hi American history. It is an inter- 
esting speculation as to what the historian will say 
of this warrior who has fought throughout his entire 
career for what he conceives to be in the interests 
of human rights. We believe it is a more brilliant 
record than that of the group of. statesmen who fig- 
ured so prominently in national history during the 
stirring discussions of the slavery question preced- 
ing the Civil war. We believe that no man serving 
in the senate ever remained day in and day out, 
month in and month out, more steadfast to his 
ideals. 


They were a magnificent group—Webster, Clay, 


Calhoun. and a score of others—they filled the sen- 
v,ate chamber with oratory, which for brilliance and 
"intensity has never been equalled. But in spite of 
.the great struggle, they did not perpetuate their 
work with the same degree of constancy which has 
characterized the career of the distinguished Ne- 
.braskan. 


And now Senator Norris, after long and weary 


.years, after seemingly hopeless, futile struggle, after 
battling with odds which seemed altogether too great, 
which would have left most men heartsick and dis- 
spirited, dejected and beaten, comes into a period 
when he can be of peculiar servica to the American 
people. Many of his views have been vindicated. 
Many of his ideals have been realized. Many of his 
principles have been revived and regenerated 
and 


accepted by millions within this country, it is a 
fitting climax to a magnificent battle. For these 
reasons, in a personal sense, Nebraska takes especial 
pride in Senator Norris and gazes upon him with 
affection.

The alow ad- 
vance that has taken place on this commodity sug- 
gests that there is no occasion for undue alarm on 
behalf of consumers that would justify letting in a 
flood of foreign sugar to undermine the market for 
the home product.

9% cents: rubber, from 2.91 to 10.41 cents;

steel, »6.75 to $12.50 a ton; cotton, from 6.1 to 12.4 
cents; wool, from 55 cents to $1.12%; silver, from 27 
to 46% cents per ounce; and so on. 


The new deal's first aim is to give producers a 


square deal. The figures show that great progress 
has already been made in that direction. Thus the 
foundation is being constructed for permanent bet- 
terment. 


TARAN GAINS LIBERTY. 


A 


FTER months of delay, granted on one pretext 
and another, Sam Taran of St. Paul, Minn., 


wanted in connection with the robbery of a bank at 
Fairbury, has beeit freed on a writ of habeas corpus 
by a Judge in Chicago. Since the time he was first 
arrested while allegedly attempting to 
dispose of 


bonds stolen in the Fairbury holdup, Taran has had 
ample time to build up an alibi, and he had one 
which satisfied the trial judge, notwithstanding the 
Identification by witnesses of the bank robbery. 


Previous to the beginning of the habeas corpus ac- 


tion the governor of Illinois had honored a requisi- 
tion of the governor of Nebraska for the return of 
Taran to this state. This puts the case on all fours 
with the one recently adjudicated in Oklahoma. A 
man arrested there was wanted in connection with 
the robbery of the First National bank of York.' He 
presented an alibi, but the governor of the southern 
state honored the requisition. 


Then the suspect applied for a writ of habeas cor- 


pus and again offered witnesses to establish an ali- 
bi. But the trial judge, in pursuance of the law and 
of precedent, said that the place in which he should 
present such evidence was in the court within whose 
Jurisdiction the offense with which he was charged 
was alleged to have been committed. Very properly 
the writ was denied and the suspect was returned to 
York, tried and convicted and is now serving a term 
in the Nebraska penitentiary. 


Obviously there can be little progress made in rid- 


ding the country of gangsters and outlaws when 
courts refuse to co-operate with those officers whose 
duty it is to run down and prosecute such male- 
factors. The judge in Chicago took the words of the 
friends and associates of the man accused in this 
case against those of reputable citizens of Fairbury 
who identified him as one of the men who held up 
the bank, kidnaped a young woman to use as a 
shield, and wounded a witness to the robbery. 


Under the circumstances it was the plain duty of 


the Chicago judge to require Taran to present his 
evidence in Jefferson county, where the crime was 
committed, and not in the Illinois city where he was 
arrested while allegedly attempting 
to dispose of 


stolen property. The Oklahoma jurist had the right 
theory. 


WILLIAM TRAVERS JEROME. 
rHE recent death of William Travers" Jerome re- 


calls that he was one prosecutor who splintered 


i the theory of the unwritten law into smithereens. It 
wasn't called the unwritten law in the case in which 
Jerome won fame. It was all dressed up to fit the 
occasion and the principals and when it was flung 
to the jury by the legal counsel for Harry Thaw it 
came forth as Americana Dementia. In this man- 
ner, Thaw escaped the death penalty for shooting 
Stanford White, but landed in an asylum and re- 
mained there so long as Jerome kept hot upon his 
heels. 


When it is recalled that the Thaw family spent 


hundreds of thousands of dollars, that it engaged 
the finest legal counsel, the work of Jerome in that 
case will stand as a shining example of brilliant law 
enforcement. Hie odds were against him. Hie man 
he was seeking to convict came from a family of 
huge wealth, and of influential position in the coun- 
try. There were so many elements in the case to 
arouse popular sympathy for Thaw. But Jerome 
waded through all of it, fought on relentlessly, and 
succeeded. His work in that case remains still a 
classic example of effective prosecution.

'W'HE Kansas legislature is summoned to meet 
M March I by Governor Landon for tfie specific 
purpose of re-enacting a new moratorium law. It is 
a foregone conclusion that favorable action will be 
taken, inasmuch as members of both branches were 
pledged to such legislation. 


The episode should not pass without comment. 
When the original moratorium was enacted in 


Kansas, it was brought forward as an emergency. 
The emergency exists still. It will continue indefi- 
nitely until debtor and creditor come together and 
discuss their mutual problems. There is only one 
remedy for the situation which developed out of the 
collapse of 1929. with its burden of debt, and the most 
severe depression in history, it is the remedy through 
which people act squarely and decently with each 
ether, recognizing the inherent rights of each other. 
No moratorium is going to bring that about. The 
only thing that will prove of help In connection with 
it is a spirit of conciliation. 


Shortly we may see the issue presented to the su- 


preme court of the United States as to when an 
emergency terminates. In upholding the Minnesota 
moratorium law. the court did so solely on the the- 
ory there was an emergency, but it did not under- 
take to define what should be construed as a situa- 
tion calling for the exercise of police powers or when 
that situation ended.

What will happen If the dis- 
armament conference accomplishes 
nothing when It reassembles? 


ANSWER. 
Its failure to act constructively 
will be a profound misfortune for 
the world. It would aggravate pres- 
ent 
grievances, 
increase na- 
tional rivalries, — 
bankrupt h a r d = 
pressed ex- S 
chequers, en- =3 
courage militar- =J 
is tic schemes, 3h 
discourage advo- =i* 
cates of reason 
and the will of 
God, and dem- 
onstrate that 
the ruling order 
is either too in- 
competent or too 
immoral to gov- 
ern for interna- 
tional welfare. 
French states- 
men insist on security as a pre- 
requisite to all approaches to the 
problem of disarmament and unless 
I am mistaken in my estimate of 
public opinion in Europe during my 
recent visit there, that insistence is 
generally felt by all the nations 
concerned. Recently in their desire 
adapt this policy to the views of 
oiltish and other leaders, the 
French representatives proposed an 
effective supervision 
of national 
armaments. That principle is em- 
bodied in the draft prepared by the 
British delegation and may be dis- 
cussed at Geneva before my answer 
to your inquiry appears in the local 
press. 
The gist of the proposal is that 
investigations of an allegedly of- 
fending state's armaments shall be 
made by an impartial commission 
upon the request of the state itself 
or at the formal demand of another 
country. 
The French government believes 
that this method would be ineffec- 
tive since the guilty party would 
not invite investigation of itself, and 
also because it would be an in- 
vidious duty for one country to ask 
for an investigation of another. As 
a substitute France suggests the 
adoption of a system of mutual and 
frequent checking up of the arms of 
all signatory powers. That is about 
as far as the debate has gone and 
the outcome cannot now be pre- 
dicted.

QUESTION. 
Banger, Me. 


With what' nations does the fu- 


ture of disarmament lie? 


ANSWER. 
As I see it, principally with 
France and Germany. If their dif- 
ferences can be composed the great- 
est war menace now overhanging 
Europe and the world will be re- 
moved. But unless France agrees to 
a measure of disarmament which 
Germany can and will accept, an- 
other war is in the offing. 
Italy and Great Britain stand for 
an equality for Germany which, un- 
til now, France has not been willing 
to concede. Should this impasse 
continue a popular demand will 
arise in France which may prove 
irresistible that .she enter upon a 
preventive conflict. Unless therefore 
this difference between these two 
nations is adjusted on a.mutually 
satisfactory basis a desolation the 
European 
continent 
has 
never 


known may be in store for it. 
It is against this dark back- 
ground that the conversation be- 
tween the interested parties are 
being carried on today. Approxi- 
mately sixty nations are represented 
in the 
disarmament 
conference 
which is hamstrung till it knows 
what France and Germany are re- 
spectively prepared to accept. 
I do not doubt that France is 
genuinely pacific, even if for no 
better reason than that she has got 
all she wants and has no incentive 
to aggression. But she is confronted 
by a Germany throbbing with an 
insurgent nationalism which finds 
its vent in a. militaristic spirit and 
a militaristic form of organization. 
The latter only lacks the arms pro- 
hibited by the Versailles treaty to 
make it one of the most formidable 
factors extant. 
Hitlerism is largely the fruit of 
French policy in the past and the 
astonishing answer to Poincare's oc- 
cupation of the Ruhr valley. He 
sowed the wind and innocent Jews 
reap the whirlwind. Surely it is high 
time for a candid admission of 
blunders, some of which were 
crimes, for France will never again 
get support against Germany unless 
she herself discharges the obliga- 
tions of the Locarno compact.

Washington, D. C. 
As a young writer I am very in- 


terested in the origins of books. For 
instance, I would like to discover 
the beginnings of Hawthorne's "The 
Scarlet Woman" and Poe's "The 
Raven." Can yon give me any light 
on these or any others? 


ANSWER. 
Read Hawthorne's "Note Books" 
for information on the first volume. 
They are magical enough in them- 
selves and the more so because they 
shed light on your inquiry. One 
origin I recall quite vividly is that 
of 
Carlyle's 
"Sartor 
Resartus," 
which you can trace in embryo from 
his seldom seen "Note Books." The 
first entry therein which contains 
the germ of his most influential 
volume says, "Were we not blind as 
moles we should value our humanity 
at x and our rank, influence, etc., 
at 0. Say I am a man, and you say 
all; whether king or tinker is a 
mere appendix.". 
Thirty pages later he writes, 
"What is a man if you look at him 
with a mere logical sense, with the 
understanding? 
A pitiful hungry 
biped that wears breeches. Often 
when I read of ceremonials, levees 
and 
coronations 
suddenly 
the 
clothes fly off the whole party in 
my fancy, and they there stand 
straddling in a half ludicrous, half 
horrid condition." Here the philoso- 
phy of clothes elaborated in "Sartor 
Resartus" was bom to bless those 
who relish the sturdy old Scotch- 
man's writings. 
As for Poe, no analysis can ex- 
pose the secret of his great poem 
"The Raven." As he saw the bird it 
belonged to night and its terrors. 
But you have to allow here for the 
poet's cyclonic imagination brooding 
over abysses of fate unplumbed by 
us. Did not Browning buy a tat- 
tered document for a few cents and 
out of its contents weave the 
strenscth and beauty of "The Ring 
and the Book"? The bird plus Poe 
and the pamohlet plus Browning 
are sums which defy our powers of 
addition.

was 37 years after the birth of 
Washington. 
At Washington's birth there was 
no attempt at asepsis, no way to 
ease the pains of the mother. The 
only way to shorten labor was by 
the old method of quilling. I have 
seen this practiced by negro mid- 
wives. It consists in putting a tur- 
key quill filled with pepper into 
the nostrils of the mother, and 
blowing the pepper into her nose. 
She sneezes so hard that the baby 
is bom precipitately. 
Today 
if 
anything of the .kind is attempted 
it is done more scientifically with 
a drug called "pituitrin." 
It has been reported recently that 
mid-wives are safer than physi- 
cians at births. In Washington's 
case, at any rate, the child was 
healthy and the mother lived to 
be 83. 
Washington's whole life, so far as 
his relation with physicians is con- 
cerned, is an example of the 
superiority of modern medicine. 
When he was 19 years old he had 
a bad attack of the 
smallpox, 
which marked his face for life. 
Nowadays, of course, he would have 
been vaccinated against smallpox 
before be was a year old. Vaccina- 
tion was not introduced until 1798. 
Inoculation, a different method of 
preventing smallpox, however, was, 
and when smallpox was raging in 
the Continental army, Washington 
tried earnestly to get the Virginia 
assembly to repeal the law which 
forbade inoculation. 


He died of diphtheria, and was 
treated by repeated bleedings. Now- 
adays, of course, he would have 
received antitoxin and probably 
survived, or he would have received 
diphtheria 
preventive 
treatment 


when he was young and never 
have caught the disease.

As Models of Honesty. 


A study of the careers of George 


Washington and Abraham Lincoln 
was recommended by T. F. A. Wil- 
liams Thursday noon at the lunch- 
eon of the Knife and Fork club 
at the Lincoln hotel, to any who 
may be discouraged as a result of 
present day conditions. "Such a 
study," he said, "will rebuild your 
faith that there Is such a thing as 
unflinching honesty In men who 
administer 
our government 
af- 
fairs." 
The judgment of no man In his- 
tory surpasses that of George 
Washington. Mr. Williams said. "In 
all walks of life people deferred to 
his opinions 
This was true be- 
cause his lifr was built around ad- 
versity as well as position and af- 
fluence. Nowhere is this revealed 
better than in a study of his ca- 
reer as a soldier in the Continental 
army, and his experiences before 
and after the Revolutionary war."

Norris Offers One-House Legislature To Improve Efficiency 
of Laivmaking 


Ending of Conference 


Committee, Economy 


Stressed by Senator 


Pillowing Is the complete text uf 
the {address of U. S. Senator George 
W. Norris of McCook, launching the 
campaign for a unicameral legisla- 
ture in Nebraska: 


1 Tha Model Legislature. 


Tbe object of all government is 


the; happiness of the people com- 
prising the government. Demo- 
cratic governments are established 
am<)ng peoples for the purpose of 
attaining this object. 
Originally, 


whe'n civilization was in its in- 
fan^y, governments were estab- 
lished by chiefs, by monarchs, by 
rule,rs, who assumed authority over 
thefr fellow men, and were able to 
sustain that authority by physical 
powjer and by the ignorance of the 
people comprising the government.. 
Kings and monarchs were supreme. 
They claimed a relationship to 
Deity. By reason of the ignorance 
of their subjects, they w»re able to 
retain their authority and to im- 
pose their rule upon their super- 
stitious followers. But as the peo- 
ple {became more civilized and as 
superstition began to give way to 
education, the mystery surround- 
ing' such governments gradually 
disappeared, and the people began 
to Claim more and more of human 
liberty and human freedom. There 
arose contests between the power 
of the ruler and the claims of the 
people. The king claimed the right 
to take the property and even the 
life of his subjects, if he found it 
necessary to do so to retain his 
power. In these contests, the mon- 
arch was attempting to retain the 
powers he had assumed, while the 
people were striving to take some 
of the power away and place it 
more directly in the hands of the 
people themselves. Many of these 
contests were fought on the field 
of battle. Later on, many of them 
were fought in the courts of rea- 
son, but the principle involved was 
always the same. On t£e one hand, 
it was to retain power; on the 
other, it was to take it away. The 
history of our civilization is, in 
the main, the story of these con- 
tests. The contest is still going on. 
The people are still striving to gain 
more power in government. 


Democracy. 


Out of these controversies have 


grown the. present 
democratic 


forms of government. A pure d&- 
mocracy" is one in which all the 
people assemble in one body and 
make the laws for their own gov- 
ernment. Manifestly, such a gov- 
ernment, while perfect in theory, 
is impossible- in application. 
Our 


own federal government is an apt 
illustration of the outcome of one 
of these great historical contests. 
A successful revolution from the 
mother country brought forth thir- 
teen independent colonies. This rev- 
olution marked in the world's his- 
tory one of the greatest steps that 
has? ever been taken in removing 
power from the king and placing 
it ife the hands of the people them- 
selves. It was not known, even 
aft^r the victory at Yorktown, just 
what form of government was go- 
ing; to spring up in the new world. 
Th« leaders in the cause of human 
freedom did not know what was 
going to be the result of their 
heroic sacrifices. 
Another great 


step toward realization for those 
who believed in human liberty was 
taken when the confederation was 
formed, but-a «till greater step was 
tafcten when these thirteen colonies 
united and formed the constitution 
of the United States. The form of 
government was to a great extent 
experimental. The only precedents 
they had to guide their future 
steps were the historic instances of 
tha then past wherein legislatures 
bad been set up to make the laws 
that should govern the people. Our 
forefathers, 
knowing that they 


were taking a new step in advance. 
were yet fearful that they should 
make mistakes that might injure, 
if rfot destroy, the beneficial effects 
of the revolution. 


J 
The Legislature. 


In setting up new state institu- 
tions under the federal govern- 
mefct our forefathers followed the 
pre :edents established by the fed- 
era government in dividing the 
leg! dative authority between two 
hoi §es. In a general way, out of it 
gre v the common and universal 
ruli i of a two branch legislature, 
usu illy termed a senate and a 
hoipe of representatives. The 
thebry back of this kind of a legis- 
late re was a beautiful one. The 
object to be attained was to have 
ona branch of the legislature as a 
chefck upon the other. 
It was a 


system of checks and balances. But 
thejdominant reason was one which 
had descended from a time in the 
history of the world when the com- 
moa people comprising the govern- 
meet were not sufficiently civilized 
and sufficiently educated "to govern 
themselves. The senate of the 
United States was originally a 


ment. And, again, the age old cc 
test between retaining the power 
of aristocracy as against the peo- 
ple exhibited itself in our own gov- 
ernment. As civilization advanced, 
and as education increased, the 
people again demanded a change. 
We provided by amendment to the 
federal constitution for the direct 
election by the people of the mem- 
bers of the United States senate. 
The electoral college still lingers, 
but it has been modified to such 
an extent that, altho retained, it'is 
only a body of men pledged to vote 
for a particular man, without re 
gard to deliberation or discussion. 
The government of the people is 
gradually being placed in the 
hands of the people themselves. 


Our people are sufficiently civ- 


ilized and educated to know what 
kind of government they want and 
the laws they want enacted to en- 
force government among them- 
selves. If we can now improve 
upon our lawmaking bodies, and if 
we can give to the people a more 
direct voice in .their state govern- 
ments, why should we not elimi- 
nate some of the things which have 
been found unnecessary and cum- 
bersome, as well as expensive, in 
these state legislatures? 
Why 


should the legislature of Nebraska 
have two branches, instead of one 1 
We have in this great state one 
dominating and all-controlling in- 
dustry—agriculture. Every person 
in the state, every business in the 
state, is dependent, for his or its 
success, upon agriculture. If agri- 
culture is prosperous, the people of 
our state are happy. If agricul- 
ture fails, then the happiness of 
our people is necessarily taken 
away. The qualifications of mem- 
bers of both branches of our state 
legislature are exactly the same. 
They represent exactly the same 
idea. The official duties they are 
to perform are of exactly the same 
nature. Why should we then have 
two bodies, instead of one, and 
burden our taxpayers with the ne- 
cessarily increased expense, to at- 
tain the object that can be fully 
attained by one house, instead of 
two? 


Conference Committee. 


But if we analyze our present 


government, we find we have three 
houses, instead of two. We have 
the conference committee, a neces- 
sary adjunct wherever two houses 
are provided for by the constitu- 
tion. 
The conference committee, 


in reality, constitutes a t h i r d 
house. The members of this 
"house" are not elected by the peo- 
ple. The people have no voice as 
to who these members shall be. 
They have nothing to say in regard 
to their selection. This conference 
committee is many times, in very 
important matters of legislation, 
the most important branch of our 
legislature. There is no record 
kept of the workings of the con- 
ference committee. Its work is 
performed, in the main, in secret 
No constituent has any definite 
knowledge as to how members of 
this conference -committee vote, 
and there is no record to prove the 
attitude of any member of the con- 
ference committee. 


Whn a bill passes one branch of 


the legislature, and passes the 
other branch in a different form, 
the matter is referred to the con- 
ference committee. This confer- 
ence committee, arbitrarily se- 
lected by the presiding officers of 
the different branches, takes the 
dispute and molds it into a law. It 
then submits the report to the 
house and to the senate. The con- 
ference committee report cannot 
be amended by either branch. It 
must be voted up or voted down, 
as a whole. Members must take 
what they believe to be bad, in or- 
der to get what they believe to be 
good. If it is rejected entirely, it 
may mean, and often does mean, 
the entire defeat of the^ legislation. 


If 
the 
conference committee 


does not agree upon a bill, then it 
must necessarily fail in its entire- 
ty. As a practical proposition we 
have legislation -then, not by the 
voice of the members of the sen- 
ate, not by the members of the 
house of representatives, but we 
have legislation by the voice of 
five or six men. And for practical 
purposes, in most cases, it is im- 
possible to defeat the legislation 
proposed by this conference com- 
mittee. Every experienced legisla- 
tor knows that it is the hardest 
thing in the world to defeat a 
conference report. 


Those who are clamoring for a 


large legislature, those who are 
asking for a check and balance be- 
tween the two houses of the legis- 
lature, because they claim this 
represents the voice of the people, 
do not realize that such a condi- 
tion result? in legislation 
by a 


much smaller number of men than 


cast, or the power to avoid keep- 
ing a record of any of its delibera- 
tions or votes. 


It would be possible, it Is true, 


to p r o v i d e by a constitutional 
amendment that the people them- 
selves should elect a third branch 
of the legislature to perform the 
duties of the conference committee, 
but no one has ever suggested this 
third branch. If we are to retain 
the two-branch legislation, it would 
be a vast improvement to provide 
by constitutional amendment that 
the people should elect directly a 
third branch to take over the juris- 
diction and the powers of the con- 
ference committee. But no one in 
this state, so far as I have ever 
heard, has ever suggested such an 
amendment 
It would be an im- 


provement over present conditions, 
but would add greatly to the ex- 
pense and the delay now existing. 


It is in conference committee 


rooms that jokers frequently creep 
into our laws, and it is in the con- 
ference committee that good things 
are often taken out of our laws. 
It seems to me it is sufficient to 
say that this third branch, under 
our present two-branch system, is 
an absolute necessity, and that the 
people—in the most vital part of 
this legislative government—are 
now helpless. 
If our people are 


sufficiently educated and suffici- 
ently intelligent to honestly and 
efficiently govern themselves, then 
all this m a c h i n e r y can be re- 
modelled and put into the one- 
branch legislature, and the people, 
thru it, can then secure the kind 
of laws and the kind of govern- 
ment which they desire. To deny 
this principle is to deny that the 
people are 
qualified to govern 


themselves. To deny this principle 
is to deny the theory of democratic 
government. To deny this prin- 
ciple is to put upon the shoulders 
of the taxpayers of Nebraska un- 
necessary expenses and, in addi- 
tion, to deny them the right to 
have the kind of government they 
wish. 


One of the necessities is a pro- 


vision in the 'constitutionn which 
will make it impossible for 
any 


member of the legislature to shift 
responsibility. I can point to an 
instance of recent history in Ne- 
braska where a majority of both 
branches were pledged in writing 
to vote for a bill embodying a 
particular principle of legislation. 
Notwithstanding this pledge, the 
legisture adjourned without enact- 
ing any such law. It does not fol- 
low from this that any member 
of this legislature was necessarily 
dishonest in making this pledge. 
But whether he was honest about 
it or not, he could go back to his 
people and tell them truthfully 
that he voted for a bill embodying 
this particular item of legislation. 
The difficulty there was, and the 
difficulty is, in such cases, that 
when the senate passes a bill on a 
subject, and the house passes a 
different bill on the same subject, 
if the conference committee fails 
to agree upon a report, the legis- 
lation is dead. The bill has died 
the death that many bills must die 
in this third branch of the legis- 
lature, known as the conference 
committee.

that special interests desire them 
to die. 
The lobby, composed of 


experts hired by machine politi- 
cians and special interests, is sec- 
cessful In killing legislation be- 
fore these four or five men who 
hold their deliberations in secret, 
and who make no record of their 
proceedings. The present system 
affords an opportunity to a dis- 
honest legislator which he could 
not possess in, a one-house legis- 
lature. It is, therefore, an open 
invitation to the disreputable man 
to seek office in the legislature. 
He is often enabled to introduce 
bills with the very object of get- 
ting something either of a finan- 
cial or political nature which he 
otherwise could not get. Such a 
legislator 
sometimes 
introduces 


bills which he expects to be killed; 
be wants to be paid for helping 
to kill them; and he kills them by 
getting them into a parlimentary 
tangle where his own recprd may 
appear on the surface as perfect. 
His constituents will therefore per- 
haps re-elect him, without know- 
ing bis real record. 


" State M Great Corporation. 
The state of Nebraska and its 


officials may be likened to a great 
corporation. The governor is the 
president of the corporation; the 
legislature is the board of direc- 
tors; and the people are the stock- 
holders. The stockholders have a 
right to know what their board of 
directors does and how it is done. 
They have a right to be able, by 
the record' of the votes, to know 
whether the members of the board 
of directors have properly repre- 
sented the stockholders. With the 
complexity which comes from a 
two-house legislature, it is impos- 
sible for them to know this. In 
order to fully understand the ac- 
tion of the board of directors, the 
stockholders would have to become' 
parliamentary experts. They would j 
have to spend a large amount of j 
their time in following the intri- 
cacies of parliamentary procedure, 
that winds up finally 'in the con-' 
ference committee. 
A one-house 


legislature would obviate all of 
this difficulty. The stockholders; 
would then be able to tell just how 
every member of the board of di- i 
rectors voted on every question 
coming op for consideration. It 
would then be impossible to shift 
any responsibility. The members 
of "the* board of directors would be j 
compelled then to make a record 
that any person could understand 
and the stockholders could readily 
ascertain whether the members of 
tie board of directors should be 
continued in office or whether they 
should be replaced. It would then, 
be possible to punish the unfaith- 
ful and it would also be possible 
to reward the man who had done i 
his duty.

The Fundamental Idea Is the One 


Branch Legislature. 


promise. As to the qualifications 
of the members of the one-house 
legislature, as to the number of 
members, as to their term of of- 
fice, and as to their salaries, there 
can well be a difference of opinion. 
On these subjects, those who be- 
lieve in a one-house legislature 
ought to be willing to compromise, 
in order to attain the fundamental 
object to be achieved. While some 
of these subjects are of vast im- 
portance, yet honest men and 
women can disagree, and some 
compromise is going to be neces- 
sary in order to attain the funda- 
mental principle which we seek. 
Membership of the 
Legislature 


Should Be Small In Number. 
One of the evils of our present 


legislatures is that they are en- 
tirely too large. In theory, a large 
legislature is supposed to give to 
a legislature more complete repre- 
sentation of the entire citizenry. 
In fact, however, it has been dem- 
onstrated that a membership too 
large is detrimental to real repre- 
sentation of the people. A large 
body of men is not deliberative, 
and in order to accomplish any 
legislative results, they must nec- 
essarily surrender many of their 
independent rights and preroga- 
tives. In large bodies, members 
must deny themselves, in some de- 
gree at least, the right of debate, 
and even the right to offer amend- 
ments. They must surrender to a 
smaller number of men, or com- 
mittees, the right to determine pro- 
cedure. The very size of the body 
sometimes makes it impossible for 
the necessary and proper delibera- 
tion and discussion which should 
always talte place before legisla- 
tion is enacted into law. 


We must remember, also, that 


the larger the body, the greater 
the expense to the taxpayer. One 
of the important questions in the 
proposed amendment is the saving 
of money to those who have to 
bear the burdens of taxation. The 
members of a legislative body may 
be both able and conscientious, 
they may be moved by the highest 
possible motives, but the very size 
itself is sometimes an impediment 
to the transaction of business. Un- 
limited debate cannot take place 
where the membership is too large. 
Full consideration can never be 
given to a pending measure, if the 
membership is so large that de- 
liberation is absent. In a large 
body, the members are, therefore, 
often compelled, even against their 
own wish, to vote for bills con- 
taming provisions which in their 
own judgment are wrong, in order 
to get what, in their judgment, is 
right and proper. Or they are, on 
the other hand, compelled to vote 
against measures because, in their 
judgment, the evil contained- is 
greater than the good. Full dis- 
cussion and the right to offer 
amendments and to debate them 
fully is necessary for the best re- 
sults, to any legislative "body. In a 
smaller body of men they would 
always have an opportunity to of- 
fer amendments,* to debate them, 
and to move to strike out'bad pro- 
visions which in their Judgment 
ought to be eliminated. 


The number of members that 


ought to comprise a legislature 
would undoubtedly vary somewhat 
with the different states. Where 
there are varied and conflicting in- 
terests involved, the membership 
ought to be larger. From my ex- 
perience of thirty years, and from 
my study of state legislatures dur- 
ing the many years of my public 
service, I have reached the conclu- 
sion that a fair membership in a 
state like Nebraska should not ex- 
ceed .twenty or twenty-five mem- 
bers. As I first proposed this 
amendment, I fixed the member- 
ship at twenty-one. "When this 
number was given publicity, I re- 
ceived hundreds of letters from 
representative men and women all 
over the state of Nebraska. Some 
wanted a smaller number, but the 
most of them wanted a larger 
number. Personally, I would not 
have objected if the membership 
had been decreased to less than 
twenty-one. I have no objection, 
either, to an increase. It is & sub- 
ject, it seems to me, upon which 
honest students may reach differ- 
ent conclusions. 


As a compromise, I have sug- 
gested in the amendment which is 
now pending a membership which 
shall not be less than thirty, nor 
more than fifty. The exact num- 
ber could be fixed by the legisla- 
ture itself, in redistricting the state 
from time to time, and I think the 
wise plan would be to start at 
thirty. If experience found that 
number to be too small, it could 
easily be increased anywhere up to 
the maximum number by the legis- 
lature redistricting the state, in 
accordance with their wisdom and 
exper*ence. In a state like Ne- 
brask-, where the great, predom- 
inating interest is agriculture, it 
seems to me that thirty members 
would be amply sufficient, altho I 
do not want to set my judgment up 
against the judgment of my fellow 
citizens. I think on tab question 
all of us should meet the proposi- 
tion with a mind open to compro- 
mise and conviction. The chief 
thing, after all. is to fix responsi- 
bility, and to make it impossible 
for any member of the legislature 
to avoid this responsibility. 


It is extremely important on this 


proposition that Ihe members of 
the legislature should be paid a 
sufficient salary to enable them to 
study and consider the various 
propositions of legislation, and it 
must be remembered that whenever 
we increase the membership we In- 
crease the burden of the taxpayer. 
In these days of depression, this is 
a consideration that should not be 
lightly avoided. 


Salary of Members. 


Closely allied to the number of 


members is their salary. The model 
legislature, it seems to me, would 
be one in which the members w*re 
paid a sufficient salary so they 
could devote »11 their time to the 
business of their offices. 
They 


would become experts in legisla- 
tion. They would familiarise them- 
selves with all state institutions 
and they would be able to improve 
our laws and our institutions by 
Ibtir study of the various subjects 
submitted to their keeping. They 


They would not have their minds .the tariff; the legislature of Ne- 
" 
braska, in its official capacity, has 
nothing to do with shipping on the 
great oceans. It has no jurisdic- 
tion over interstate commerce. It 
has no official connection with the 
appointment of postmasters and 
other official appointments which 
under our system of government 
are dealt out to faithful partisan 
workers. There is no issue involved 
in the election of a member of the 
Nebraska legislature that is the 
same as the issue involved in the 
election of a United State senator 
or a member of the house of rep- 
resentatives. 
Yet men are often 


elected as members of a state leg- 
islature simply and solely because 
they are members of a political 
party pledged to some issue on the 
tariff, or some other issue of na- 
tional concern. The citizen who 
goes' into his booth ought not de- 
cide the question of the election of 
his member of the legislature sim- 
ply because he agrees with the 
voter on some national question. 
Neither should he be defeated for 
the office of member of the state 
legislature merely because the vot- 
er does not agree with him on a 
question of international impor- 
tance. 
We have our state ques- 


tions and our state institutions and 
these should be the guiding star 
when we come to elect a member 
of the legislature. 


If politics were eliminated, mem- 


bers would be elected to enact our 
laws according to their qualifica- 
tions for the state legislature with- 
out being handicapped by any par- 
tisan matters. Members of the leg- 
islature should be able to give the 
best that is in them to the welfare 
of the state. They should be elect- 
ed on business principles, rather 
than as a result of partisan consid- 
erations. Men may disagree as to 
whether the federal government 
should pay a subsidy to the inter- 
national mercantile marine, but 
the legislature of the state of Ne- 
braska has nothing-to do with that 
question, and its members should 
neither be elected nor defeated on 
that issue. Men may disagree as 
to whether our country should join 
the league of nations, but the leg- 
islature of the state of Nebraska 
has nothing to do with that sub- 
ject. 


and attentions taken from matters 
of state to private business mat 
ters. They would be able to give 
to the state better laws and more 
intelligent consideration to the in- 
stitutions of the state. I realize 
that economy is one of the objects 
of this proposed amendment. I re- 
alize, too, that their active duties 
in the legislature itself would take 
but a comparatively small portion 
of their time. I have tried to-reach 
in my own mind a compromise on 
this subject—the necessity on be- 
half of the taxpayers of the state, 
on the one hand, for a decrease in 
expenses, and the desirability, on 
the other hand, of getting the most 
efficient government possible. 


In the amendment which I first 


proposed, I fixed the salary at 
$2,400. From letters from all over 
the state, and from conferences 
with a good many people, I came 
to the conclusion that my idea of 
the number ought to be increased, 
and as I increased the number, I 
felt, of necessity, that the salary 
ought to be decreased, and in the 
proposal now before you I have 
suggested the Jum of $50,000 to 
pay the annual salary of the mem- 
bers, whatever may be its member- 
ship. If we should have a mem- 
bership of thirty, the salary of 
each member -.vould be approxi- 
mately $1,650. On the other hand, 
if experience should show that the 
membership should be increased to 
fifty, the salary would be $1,000 
each. The salary of the members 
is a very important consideration. 
I want to be indulged while I am 
talking on this subject to refer to 
my own personal experience. When 
I was a practicing lawyer in Beaver 
City, I had an opportunity on. sev- 
eral occasions when I 
could, I 


think, without any great effort, 
have been elected to the legis- 
lature 
of the state of Nebras- 


ka. I always declined. I did not 
decline because I would not have 
liked the position. 
On the con- 


trary, I had an ambition to become 
a member of the legislature, but I 
necessarily declined to become a 
candidate for the simple reason 
that I could not afford to do so. I 
would have been delighted to have 
been a member of the legislature 
and to have spent my life in the 
upbuilding of our great state. I 
knew, however, I could not afford 
do this without great financial loss 
to myself, so great, that to me at 
that time it would have meant ab- 
solute poverty. I had a desire to 
be of service to my state, but it 
seemed to me, had I followed my 
ambition and my inclination, my 
business, would have disappeared, 
and I would have found myself, in 
the end, an old man without having 
laid by a sufficient amount of 
money to keep me and those de- 
pendent upon me from abject pov- 
erty. I believe ;ny experience can 
be multiplied by the thousands. If 
the salary is so low as to keep poor 
men out of the legislature, the ten- 
dency will be to have men of 
wsalth control our legislation, and 
ibis is a condition that cannot be 
tolerated in a democracy. 
j 


While it is desirable to 


Why should we not divorce the 


business of our state completely 
from 
only 
partisan 
national matters affecting 


legislation? 
We 


ought to have-a legislature entire- 
ly divorced from partisan politics 
—a legislature elected on a busi- 
ness basis, transacting its duties 
along business lines. 
We shouk 


make of our state a great business 
institution. We cannot do this un- 
less we eliminate" partisan politics. 


Moreover, men in the legislature> 
elected on a partisan political plat- 
form, are inclined to follow the 
bidding and the dictates of party 
machines and party bosses. We 
have done the same thing with our 
judges. Ask yourself the question, 
Why? If the divorcing of our 
judges and our school officials 
from partisan politics is a good 
thing, if their official duties have 
no connection witii partisan poli- 
tics,, why not extend the same the- 
ory to members of the legislature, 
Whose official duties nowhere, nor 
in any degree, connect them with 
partisan politics. Partisanship is 
one of the great evils of our gov- 
ernment when carried into ave- 
nues and into places where, offi- 
cially, there is no politics. 


For instance, 
our legislature 
makes the laws which govern the 
property and the legal rights of 
our people. The judges enforce 
these laws. How inconsistent it is 
to elect the one on the* basis of 
his belief in tfc-> tariff, and yet re- 
move the other from the same 
category! 


Term of Office. 


The proposed amendment we are 


now considering provides for a 
term of office of two years. When 
I submitted the tentative draft of 
this amendment to the public for 
its commendation or criticism, I 
had provided for a four-year term. 
I still believe a four-year term is 
preferable to a two-year term, but 
from the Nebraska people with 
whom I have conferred, and from 
the thousands of letters I have re- 
ceived, I believe the people are 
afraid of a four-year term for their 
legislators, or, at least, they prefer 
that the term be for two years, 
instead of four. 


I do not regard this as funda- 


mental, but I would like to keep 
members of our legislature out of 
political contests as much as I can. 
I would like to have them hold of- 
fice for a sufficient length of time 
so that they will have ample op- 
portunity to make a record for the 
people to either approve or disap- 
prove. I believe a four-year term 
is none too long to do that 
It 


would also relieve the expense nec- 
essarily connected with the cam- 
paign of the various candidates for 
the legislature. 


But in order to compromise, and 


in order to meet the wishes of the 
people in this respect. I have 
changed the proposition so that 
the term of office shall be for two 
years, instead of four. Personally. 
I think all our state officials ought 
to Be elected for a term of four 
years. I think members of the na- 
tional bouse of representatives; 
should be elected for a term of four 
years, instead of two. I havei 
gained this idea from my experi- 
ence as a legislator, and from my 
observation of members of state 
legislatures. But the question is 
not fundamental. If the people are 
not ready to agree to a four-year 
term of office. I am perfectly will- 
ing, so far as I individually am 
concerned, to accept the two-year 
term. Later on. it would be simple 
indeed to adopt an amendment to 
our state constitution providing 
for the election of all state officials 
for a term of four years, instead 
of two years. 


Elimination of Corruption. 


A one-bouse legislature, com- 


posed of a comparatively small 
number, would be much more free 
from corrupt influences than would 


on a nonpartisan ballot Our state ' a two-house legislature, or a Jegis- 
ought to be a business institution. 


econo- 


mize and make our governmental 
expenses as small as possible, we 
must not forget that we cannot ex- 
pect always to get good men to 
work for the public without pay. 
Moreover, a salary that is ex- 
tremely small 
affords induce- 


ments to dishonest and corrupt 
men to avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to become candidates for 
the legislature, with a view of re- 
couping after ejection, by their of- 
ficial activities. Men sometimes go 
to the legislature for this purpose. 
They sacrifice financially and fall 
into temptation to recoup their fi- 
nancial losses by their official 
votes. This does not mean there 
would not he honest men in a legis- 
lature, 
even 
without 
salaries. 


There are men. who are so sifuated 
financially, ihey could afford to 
give their time to their state, and 
there are many honest men who 
would be willing and glad to do 
this. 


But the point is. if we pay a 


salary which is too small, we ex- 
clude from, the legislature many 
men who would become useful and 
valuable servants of the people. 
Proposed Plan Would be Eco- 


nomical. 


The plan outlined in the pro- 


posed amendment to the constitu- 
tion would save money for taxpay- 
ers. It -would not only do away 
with many of the evils which now 
exist hut the business of the state 
would be transacted at less cost 
Many thousands of dollars would 
be saved annually to our taxpay- 
ers. The expense of the legislature 
is not only the salary that is paid 
to its members. There are hun- 
dreds of other items which enter 
into the expenses of a legislature, 
all of which increase as the mem- 
bership increases. 


One of the objects to be at- 
tained in the proposed plan is to 
decrease taxation. We have 
reached a time in this depression 
when the importance of this sub- 
ject cannot be overestimated. Most 
of us are compelled to sacrifice all 
of the luxuries and many of the 
comforts of ordinary life, in order 
to save our government and our 
state, and bring happiness and 
comfort to the people. 


A democracy is more expensive 


than a monarchy. We want to re- 
Lain our democracy, and ia these 
times when there may be a possi- 
bility of some danger of the de- 
struction of democratic principles, 
we must reduce the cost of demo- 
cratic government as low as we 
possibly can. Those who are op- 
posed to democratic ideas and who 
believe in monarchial government 
would be glad to see democracy 
become so expensive that that fact 
could be used as one of the reasons 
why democracy should be abol- 
ished and some form of monarchy 
established in its stead. 
Partisanship Would Be Abolished. 


The proposed amendment to the 


constitution provides that members 
of our legislature should be elected 


legislature much more easily than 
they could a one-house legislature. 
I have been told by lobbyists that 
the easiest legislature to control is 
the one which is large in number. 
Where the number is large, they 
necessarily have to handle only a 
few 
men who, in turn, do their 


work with the legislature itself. In 
a two-house legislature, the control 
of the conference committee is, in 
fact, for all practical purposes a 
control of both branches. 


There are thousands of ways in 


which this is dene. A conference 
committee can often be controlled 
by one man—the man 
who ap- 


poinU the conference committee. 
The control of a large body of men 
can be handled by the control of 
two or three men who constitute 
the committee on rules, or who 
otherwise hive a dominating par- 
liamentary influaace in the body. 


The smaller legislature, which is 


now under consideration, may be 
likened to our judiciary, where the 
power is vested in one man. We 
know that our judiciary is corn- 
parjatively free 
from such influ- 


ences. A small legislature such as 
is suggested would be very similar 
to our judges. The lobbyist who de- 
sires to control the membership 
does not, as a rule, seek out the 
individual member, and go thru the 
legislature in that way. He under- 
takes to deceive men by various 
methods, 
mostly of a parliamen- 


tary nature. The cases of direct 
sale of votes are very few. Men in 
congtess or in the legislature are, 
as a rule, ,iot bribed individually. 
They are led astray, by placing 
them in hopeless parliamentary 
predicaments, in which they are 
deceived. In fact, the actual cases 
of honest men being mislead are 
far more numerous than the pur- 
chase of dishonest men. If the op- 
portunities ,for hiding beneath the 
parliamentary cloak brought about 
by a two-house legislature were 
taken away, the dishonest man 
would not bf so likely to become 
a candidate for the legislature. He 
would know to begin with, that he 
could not shift responsibility, he 
could not conceal his vote, or his 
official conduct, which would have 
to take place in the open before all 
the people of the state, and he 
would, therefore, seek other aven- 
ues o£ enriching himself. In other 
words, it would have a tendency to 
eliminate the dishonest man from 
the legislature, and if you elimi- 
nate the dishonest man and make 
it impossible to deceive the honest 


man, 
you have attained as near 


perfection as is possible In a legis- 
lature. 


The plan proposed would there- 


fore tend to decrease deception, 
and the mnn who tried to practice 
deception would be almost power- 
less, and we would then have a 
legislature w h i c h would be un- 
trammelled nnd. to a great extent, 
untainted. The possibility of cov- 
ering up the tracks of those who 
wanted to deceive would be prac- 
tically eliminated, and it would be 
impossible to place the honest leg- 
islator in a false light. 


The Ideal Impossible. 


I reach the conclusion, therefore, 


t h a t the proposed amendment 
would save money to the taxpay- 
ers. 
It would go far toward thi 


re-establishment of a democratic 
form of government. It 
would 


make it more difficult for dishon- 
est men to get into office, and 
make it more difficult for dishon- 
est men to retain office. It would 
give the honest legislator an op- 
portunity to have his record known 
to the people, and it would make it 
possible for the people of the state 
to readily ascertain and compre- 
hend the record of the members of 
the legislature. It would enabl 
the people to reward the hones 
servants, and to defeat the dishon- 
est ones. 


There would, of course, always 


be a possibility of dishonest men 
getting into office. 
There would 


be a possibility of dishonest men 
who were in office deceiving the 
people. But t h e s e possibilities 
would be very much minimized. 
Nothing has ever been said that is 
truer than the saying that "eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty." 


To get a good government, and 


to retain it, it is necessary that a 
liberty-loving, educated, intelligent 
people should be ever watchful, to 
carefully guard and protect their 
rights and liberties. The proposed 
amendment is not offered with the 
idea that it is perfect. It is not 
offered with the idea that it will 
eliminate wrong entirely, or that it 
will make it unnecessary for the 
people of the state to always keep 
a watchful eye upon their serv- 
ants, but it will help them to know 
and to find out what is wrong. It 
will enable them to get better laws 
enacted and better men into office, 
and, 
to this extent, it will be a 


guide post along the road to hu- 
man advancement and a higher 
civilization.

The shooting took place in her 
apartment Tuesday night as he 
sought to persuaBe her to return to 
him, and after three policemen hac 
intervened in an effort to prevent 
violence.

It did not go too fast to escape 


the snarp eyes of Belgrade's m- 
numeraole policemen. At every cor- 
ner they snapped to attention and 
out on the road to the palace of 
Dedlnje, as we sped along the high- 
way that overlooks the city, the 
gendarmes who guard the country- 
side came to salute at sight of the 
royal vehicle. 


Toughest Fighters In Europe. 


Dedinje is on a hill overlooking 
Belgrade. All of one side of the hill 
is covered with barracks, the bar- 
racks of the royal guard. The Jugo- 
slav royal guard is no decorative 
corps of social climbers. It is com- 
posed of the toughest fighting men 
in Europe. They are possibly the 
only soldiers on the continent who 
sincerely prefer the bayonet to all 
other weapons. From his palace the 
king can look down on 40,000 of 
them, gathered literally at his feet. 


The king receives in a bright room, 


wide-windowed. 
White plumes of 
a huge shsaf of lilacs nod on the 
left. From behind a desk a maa in 
khaki 
uniform springs up and 
strides 
swiftly 
with 
hand out- 


stretched and a wide smile. He 
gives a strong quick grip, khaki 
Uniform, with broad red stripe of 
the general staff down the side of 
the cavalry trousers, no decorations 
no color except the blue velvet col- 
lar and gold epaulettes with royal 
insignia-. 
He has a spare figure, 
iron-gray hair, high forehead, firm 
mouth and active eyes that look 
through pince-nez eye glasses. He 
is 46. He looks like a king. 


Recites Worn Toward Peace. 


He offered cigarets, lit a match 
insisted on giving the lignt, sat xor- 
wara, ana i>cgau to ass questions. 
There we two sinds of interviewers 
One talks; the ftther listens. Opin- 
ions irom the latter, though spare 
are usually worth noting. 


"War?" he reflected. "There is 
no possibility of war breaking out in 
the Balkans. For decades Europe 
nas declared that the Balkans were 
the center of trouble on the conti- 
nent. This never..was true as long 
f-3 the Balkans were let alone by 
the great powers, and it is particu- 
larly and most positively not true 
today. 


"We have put our house in order 
in the Balkans. You have only to 
look over the record of the last 
year's work toward peace to realize 
that the Balkcns have now become 
not a center of trouble but a center 
of mutual understanding. I venture 
to say that the rlatlons among the 
Balkan powers are -better regulated 
today and that there is less chance 
of w&r in the Balkans than in any 
other part of Europe. 


"No .there is no chance of war in 
the.Balkans themselves. 
But un- 


fortunately there are certain influ- 
ences from outside which as of old, 
are working to keep the Balkans in 
a state of unrest and to hinder our 
common understanding. 


"It is absolutely essential tha-t the 
Balkans be left free of foreign in- 
fluence because only when they are 
left alone can they realize their peo- 
ples' genuine desire for peace and 
contribute to the necessities of peace 
in Europe. If the great powers 
would only let the Balkans alone we 
would never have a shadow of trou- 
ble."

FORCED DOWN AT 
SEA ARE SAVED 


Four Planes Land On 


Pacific in Dense Fog 
During Maneuvers. 


CREWS FOUND BY 


SHIPS OF FLEET 


Only Mishap In Three- 


Day Mimic Warfare 


Off West Coast. 


SAN DIEGO. Cal.. Feb. 22—(AP) 
—The forced landing of four con- 
verted land planes on a rough sea 
and the rescue of eight officers 
aboard them today supplied the 
only mishap in the three-day mimic 
warfare of the United States fleet. 
Caught in a fog so thick a return 


to their ship was impossible, five of 
the 300 aircraft participating in 
final phase of tne maneuvers 
tei'day were instructed to fly to 
San Pedro. As the density of the 
fog increased, four of the planes 
were brought down on rough water 
25 miles at sea and 100 miles from 
their destination. 
The pilot of the other plane, and 
his fellow officer, chose to guess 
their way home and flew "blind" to 
the San Pedro naval base where 
they reported the predicament of 
their companions. 
Fleet Begins Search. 
The fleet, steaming toward San 
Diego, swung around and immedi- 
ately began a long search for the 
eight aviators whose lives were in 
danger because of the light pon- 
toons on their converted land craft. 
The battleship Texas found one 


of the planes drifting five miles 
from the position where it had 
landed five hours earlier. An hour 
later destroyers rescued the crews 
of the other planes.
